White House about the importance 
of the Moscow Summit. “We are 
on the verge mot just of a success 
in this or that negotiation, but of 
what could be a new relationship 
in which on both sides, whenever 
there is a danger of crigzis, there 
will be enough peopie who have a 
commitment to constructive prog- 
rammes 86 that they could exercise 
8 restraining influence.” 


At the time there were Brave 
doubts in W: on that the 
summit would be held As the talks 
are about to begin the basic ques- 
tion is whether thet "new relation- 
ship" which President Nixon and 
Dr. Kissinger have worked towards 
for three years Is stil] within reach 
or whether Vietnam has so clouded 
the summit that it wili fall short 
of the reai breakthrough envisaged 
a few short weeks ago. 

The new relationship Dr. Kis- 
singer spoke of is based on an I[n- 
triguing deal: the U.S, stands rea- 
dy to offer the Soviets the key to 
transform their economy, their 
standart of living, and their status 
as 4 ‘technological power in ex- 
chazge for public agreements which 


would ease the muclear arms race ἡ 


and give American business ur- 
gently needed new outlets. At the 
centre of the deal, however, are 
the private understandings which 
‘would let America get out of the 
Vietnam war with that face-saving 
measure of grace Mr, Nixon volues 
80 deeply. Can such a dea{ work? 

Tt is now clear that as much as 
President Nixon wanted the sum- 
mit to dramatize his pursult of the 
elusive “generation of peace” the 
Soviets had even more at stake. 
They were the ones who asked for 
the meeting and they were the 
ones who, thus far, have stepped 
back from the brink of confrosta- 
tion with the U.S. 

The Soviets had 2 number of 
reasons for going ahead with the 
summit, They may have believed 
that their North Vietnamese allies 
held the upper hand on the battle- 
field for the immediate future, that 
beneath the stlff rhetoric of Presi- 
dent Nixon's challenge there were 
some significant concessions to Ha- 
nol, and that the voting in the 
Bonn Parliament on West Germany's 
treaties with the Communists wes 
too important to endanger. 

But amongst officials in Washing- 
ton who have been working on the 
Moscow meeting, there is a strongly 
held view that the critical reason 
for the Kremlin's agreement to the 
summit was a fundamental decision 
as far back as 1970 to establish a 
uw. economic relationship with the 
US. 

It comes down to an opportunistic 
decision by the Communists tr take 
advantage of what the capitalists 
are offering: heavy American ma- 
chinery, computers and computer 
technology, trucks, automotive works 
to build more trucks and cars, mas- 
sive investment by American corpor- 
ations in the exploitation of Soviet 
natural resources such as the am-

Can’t impose M.E. 
peace, Rogers says

WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
State William Rogers said on Fri- 
day that an Arab-Israell peace set- 
tlement could sot be imposed by 
“outside nations” but had to be 
worked out by the parties them- 

selves, 

The Middle East would “obviously” 
‘be a subject for discussion in Mos- 
cow, Mr. Rogers sald. It was vital 
for peace negotiations to start and 
the U.S. believed the framework 
for such talks had been spelt out 
in U.N. Security Councli Resolution 
242. “We are prepared to discuss 
with any party how to get the ne: 
gotiations started," Mr. Rogers ad- 
ded. 


In a preview of the summit talks 
Riven to correspondents at the 
White House, President Nixon did 
not mention the Middle East as 
such but spoke in general terms of 
discussions on areas where the in- 
terests of the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union were in conflict, Mr. Nixon 
did single out Vietnam but emphe- 
sized the three main areaa of pos- 
sible agreement as nuclear arms 
limitation, expanded trade relations, 
and joint Space ventures.

BONN. — With his historic eastern 
treaties ratified by the West Ger- 
man Parliament, Socialist Chancellor 
Willy Brandt on Fridey dared the 
opposition to agree to new national 
elections to free Bonn of its con- 

tinuing political crisis. 

Conservative leader and “shadow 
chancellor’ Rainer Barzel neither 
accepted nor rejected the challenge. 
Instead he called on Mr. Brandt to 
join the opposition in banning 8 
“coming disaster” for the nation’s 
economy and finances. Mr. Barzel's 
answer, observers believe, means in 
effect that there will be πὸ new 
elections in the near future and the 
three-week-old crisis which has para- 
lysed the evenly divided Bundestag 
will continue until opposition or 
government eventually gives in to 
the other side's demands. 

Under the Bonn constitution, only 
the Chancellor can call for new 
elections by first losing a vote of 
confidence and then asking the Fed- 
eral President to dissolve the Par- 
ament. But Mr. Brandt would do 
this only if Mr. Barzel agrees in 
advance to refrain from trying to 
put together a new parliamentary 
coalition with himself as Chancellor 
in the mandatory three-week wait- 


Bombs blast Springer 
building in Hamburg 


HAMBURG (Reuter). — Police here 
said two more bombs were found 
yesterday in the Hamburg head- 
quarters of the Axel Springer pub- 
lishing group where two explosions 
injured 17 people on/Friday. 

Police said the discovery had to 
be viewed in connection with Fri- 
day’s bombings. 

The first bomb was discovered 
early in the morning and the second 
was found in the afternoon, A 
spokesman for the Springer group 
said one bomb was found on the ex- 
ecutive floor, the 12th storey of the 


modern, building. 

Meanwhile, in West Berlin, police 
searched the skyscraper Axel Sprin- 
ger house, next to the Berlin Wail, 
after an anonymous caller told the 
publishing house a bomb would go 
off. Police said nothing had been 
found. 

Police also reported letters signed 
by an organization calling itself 
“Commando Second of June" had 
peen delivered to the Springer group 
and a local radio station, accusing 
police and the Springer group of not 
reacting to telephone warnings 
about bombs.

Despite 
the fact that there is a constant 
demand, for 10,000 more labourers 
per day than the exchanges can 
supply, there is still much that 
can be done before resorting to the

What is called for is greater 
efficiency, more vocational training 
and more productivity per labourer, 
he said. More women must be at- 
tracted to the labour force — a 
policy which is being implemented 
with impressive speed — and to 
this end 86 creches are currently 
under construction to negate the oft- 
heard complaint — “but what can 
we do with the children." Nearly 8 
third of all females of working age 
hold jobs at present — an increase 
of more than 100 per cent over 
the past decade.

‘With regard to workers from the 
administered territories, Mr. Gurel 
feels that Israel has reached the 
quantitative optimum, but that in- 
creased production can be obtained 
by qualitative improvement. Over 
10,000 labourers from the territories 
have undergone vocational training 
since the Six Day War, and cur- 
rently 2,500 more are enrolled in 
courses. The territories provide 4,000 
trained workers annually, he said — 
a fact which has resulted in mutual 
benefit. 

But there is still much to be 
done, and the Ministry — under Mr. 
Gurel's guidance — is eurrently for- 
mulating a five-year plan which will 
encompass all the expected probiems 
the economy is expected to encoun- 
ter with regard to labour and pro- 
duction in the future and their 
solutions. Details of the plan have 
mot been released as yet; one can 
only hope that its contents w 
match the enthusiasm with which 
it is being taiked about by its 
formulators.

Jerusalem count will, of course, en- 
compass the entire city. 

The one-year residency rule does 
not apply to new immigrants, who 
will be subject to the census even 
if they arrived in Israel last night.

But whea it 
comeg to labour relations or inter- 
preting a collective agreement, the 
participation of these represexta- 
tives of the public hag been des- 
ertbed as “invaluable.” This 15 che 
opinion of Judge Shaul Koubovy, 
previously of the Jerusalem court, 
who was recently elevated to the 
mational (that is, supreme} court. 
Be explains that these lay repre 
sentatives are not supposed to side 
with the sector to which they hap- 
pen to belong, They have an equal 
voice on the tribunal with the pro- 
fessional judge. When minority 
opinion is given, the dissenter is not 
identified. “And to hear an employ- 
er on my bench telling the employ- 
ers’ advocate in court where he 
gets off 15 wonderfully reassuring,” 
Koubovy smiles. 


Legal advice 

An individuai suitor can be his 
own advocate, or may be represent- 
ed by a trade umdon secretary, The 
labour court will often advise him 
on the tation of his case. 
The law is interpreted in a broad 
and humane manuer, with a learned 
eye cocked to practice and prece- 
dents in other countries. Mr, Bar- 
niv, presiding over his five-man 
bench at the national court (three 
professionals and two laymen) gave 
a new interpretation to the 
status yeduc ba’tsibur, or the 
woman “known to the public” as 2 
person's ‘spouse.

The Supreme Court dismisseq an 
appeal and cross-appeal against a 
judgment of the Tel Aviv District 
Court delivered on June 6, 1970, 
(in MLC. 1655/69). 

The respondent brought an action 
for maintenance in the District 
Court against her husband, the ap- 
pellant, after he had already started 
divorce proceedings in the rabbinical 
court. 

The District Court dismissed the 
husband’s argument that it had no 
jurisdiction in the matter and award- 
ed the wife approximately IL600 a 
month maintenance with the pro- 
viso thet if the action for main- 
tenance brought separately by the 
couple's adult, invalld son, who lives 
with his mother, should be allowed, 
the amount awarded to the son 
should be deducted from The IL@00 
awarded the wife. 

The husband appealed against 
this decision to the Supreme Court, 
and the wife cross-appealed. The 
husband appealed on the grounds 
that the District Court had had no 
jurisdiction in the matter and the 
wife on the grounds that the main- 
tenance order should not have been 
made subject to the reservation con- 
cerning the son’a maintenance. 

Judgment 

Justice Kister, who dellvered the 
main opinion of the Supreme Court, 
first considered the appellant's ar- 
gument ageinst tke jurisdiction of 
the District Court. As, he held, it is 
accepted practice the world over for 
questions of maintenance or 8}}- 
mony, for the wife and children and 
distribution of the property between 
the couple to be decided during the 
divorce proceedings, even in coun- 
tries where divorce is regulated by 
the courts and not by the partles; 


“and as, in additiop, divorcee in Jew. 


ish Taw is mainly dependent upon 
the initlative of the couple them- 
szives, each of whom must per- 
force be interested in having all 
matters connected with the divorce 
settled simultaneously with the di- 
vorce itself, therefore, in his opinion, 
it was only logical that the provi- 
Sions of sectlon 2 of the Rabbinical 
Courts Jurisdiction (Marriage and 
Divorce) Law, 1953, should be Inter- 
preted 35 meaning that a rabbinic- 
al court, in considering a case of 
divorce, should declde all the prob- 
Jams which arise when a marriage 
breaks up, Including the question of 
maintenance until the divorce has 
been finalized. 

If, therefore, Justice Kister contl- 
nued, the respéudent had not dled in 
the meanwhile (making the divorce 
proceedings superfluous) ‘he would 


have been in favour of exercising”

and would have ordered the matter 
of the respondent's maintenance to 
be ‘transferred to the rabbdinical 
court dealing with the appellant's 
application for divorce, In the cir- 
cumstances, however, there was 20 
alternative but to consider the Dis- 
trict Court's decision as though It 
were given by a competent court. 

Justice Kister then went on to 
lay down, In brief, the principle 
in accordance with which mato- 
tenance ig awarded to a wife: ahe 
ig granted maintenance in accor- 
dance with her needs and standard 
of living without taking Into ac- 
count any property which she may 
Bossess or any income which she 
may have, except for earnings from 
her own labours (see also C.A. 3157 
59, P.D. 14/2595; and C.A. 71/71, 
2 P.D. 25/827). In the case under 
consideration, he continued, the res- 
pondent had not worked, and the 
reparations which she had received 
from Germany plus her own pro- 
perty, were, rightly, not taken into 
account by the District Court in fix- 
ing the maintenance due to her. The 
amount of IL600 per month which 
was awarded her --- and which oon- 
stituteg half of the appellant's net 
earnings — was therefore not ex- 
cessive, 

However, Justice Kister went on 
to hold, the amount which wag left 
to the appellant was the bare mi- 
nimum which ‘he required, in his 
circumstances, to exist. So thet if 
he were called upon to make any 
further payments of maintenance to 
hig gon, he would not have suf- 
flelent for hig own subsistence, The 
District Court had, therefore, been 
correct in holding that any such 
further payment should be deducted 
from the maintenance awarded the 
respondent, For although the latter 
had been a sickly women and un- 
able to work, she could have utilized 
her reparations and her income from 
her own property in order to sup- 
plement her own and her soa's 
maintenence if it had not been 
sufficient for thelr needa. 

Both the appeal and the respon- 
dent's crogs appeal should, therefore, 
be dismissed. 

: The President 

The President concurred with Jus- 
tice Kister, with the reservation 
that as the respondent had dieq in 
the meanwhile and there was no 
further slgnificance in the question 
of which court had had jurisdic- 
tion in the matter of her main- 
tenance, he would, therefore, refrain 
from expressing any opizion on it. 

Justice Kahn concurred with both 
Justice Kister's opinion and the Pre- 
sident’s reservation. 


Appeals dismissed.

Of course, their men help them 
at home they conceded, but the 
government is doing nothing to 
make it easier to manage. 

Swedish boys learn sewing, home 
economics together with the girls 
and are orientated at an early age 
to accept thetr roles as partners 
shoulder to shoulder with their 
wives in all phases of homemaking 
and child rearing.

Only 
a fourth of the children up to the 
age of seven enter nurseries, But 
there are other facilities. One type 
provides for several children to be 
eared for in a private home while 
their mothers are at work This 
method might be adopted in Israel, 
Mrs. Ettinger suggests. We might 
also consider constructing housing 
units with small parks and play- 

in between to 
serve as play areas for the children, 
she thought.

Rabin: Mideast

LOD AIRPORT. — The Middle East 
conflict will be of secondary im- 
portance at the summit conference 
in Moscow this week, Ambassador 
Yitzhak Rabin told reporters here 
Thursday. The Ambasssdor is here 
to attend his daughter’s wedding 
this week. 


“The political climate on the eve 
of the summit meeting is not one 
which will encourage the U.S. to 
deal with topics other than those in 
which she is directly involved,” Mr. 
Rabin told the press. “While the 
Russian leaders may bring up the 
Middle East, I believe it will not be 
at American initiative.” 


On the other hand, Ambassador 
Rabin said, he Is aware that Pres- 
ident Nixon has discussed the sub- 
ject of Soviet Jewry with a number 
of Eussian leaders, and he may well 
bring the matter vp during his 
Moscow visit. 


In answer to a question about a 
Tecently published interview which 
said that Mr. Rabin arrogates to 
himself and his Embassy staff the 
credit for current good relations 
with the U.S., Mr. Rabin said: ‘I 
Suggest we steer clear of generali- 
zations. A certain report was pub- 
lished, giving that particular re- 
Porter's iupressions of the mood and 
dedication found in our Washington 
Embassy. The staff there.is some- 
what like an advance force which 
has achieved results. Perhaps we did 
ποῖ do it alone, but our part in it 
is great.” 

Mr. Rabin denied a report alleging 
that he supported one of the Ameri- 
can political parties. ‘I was asked 
if it is true that I support the Re- 
Publicans,” he said, “and I replied 
that I back those from both parties,

The service was preceded by 
Pimen's cficia! welcome by senior 
representatives of ali Jerusalem's 
, Christian communities at Jaffa Gate. 
The representatives then joined with 
Pimen and his perty in stately pro- 
cession through tha Christian Quar- 
ter to the Holy Sepulchre. 

The bells of the Sepulchre Church 
Tang out their welcome to Pimen, 
who es oreceded by 11 kvasses in 
‘thelr ancient grab banging metal- 
capped staves on the pavement to 
clear the way, Two Unes of Ortho- 
dox priests from the Greek, Russian 
and Rumanian Orthodox Churches in 
the Capital fanked the party as it 
wended its way through the streets. 
At every intersection, throngs of 
local people applauded the Patri- 
arch, διὰ he responded with 8 
waved blessing. 

Jerusalem's police commanded by 
Nitzav-Mishne Haim Tavori, and his 
deputy, Sgan-Nitzev Avraham Tur- 
geman, were both on hend at the 
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head of 2 police security force. 

At the Church, ἃ senior Greek 
clergyman read out an official wel- 
come in Greek; an interpreter trans- 
lated each sentence, paused while 
Pimen replied in Russian from pre- 
pared notes, and then translated his 
sentence into Greek. The “welcome” 
tock some 20 minutes. 

This over, the Patriarch entered 
the Sepulchre to pray. He then pro- 
ceeded into the nave of the Church 
where all the senior representatives 
of the other Churches in Jerusalem 
were present while he conducted a 
thanksgiving service. As Pimen left 
the Church, the Latin Patriarch of 
Jerusalem, Monsignor Beltritti, who 
had not been among the welcomers 
at the Jaffa Gate, stepped forward 
and exchanged a brief greeting with 
the Russian Patriarch. 

On Friday morping, Pimen con- 
ducted mass at the Church of Ges- 
themane and then proceeded to 
Bethlehem, where he was welcomed 
by the Military-Governor, Sgan- 
Aluf Ykzhak Segev, and the newly- 
elected Mayor, Mr. Elias Frelj. He 
entered the Church of the Nativity 
together with the Greek Archbishop 
Constantine. : 

(The Russian Orthodox Church 
has no rights in the Holy Sepulchre 
or the Nativity and may not con- 
duct services in either without the 
presence of ithe Greeks.) 

Yesterday, Pimen led an early 
morning mass at the Gory Rus- 
sian Orthodox Convent ef Hin Ka- 
rem, and vespers at the Russian 
Cathedral in Jerusalem (‘The Rus- 
sian Compound”). 

Today be will conduct prayers at 
the Holy Sepulchre in the morning, 
and be guest of honour at an offi- 
etal lunch given by the Greek Or 
thedox Patriarch at the Inter- 
Continental Hotel. 


Soviet immigrant 
fasting outside 
Russian Embassy 
in Washington

BEPRSHEBA. — Michael (Misha) 
Epelman, a 31-year-old new immi- 
grant from Leningrad who Is cur- 
rently teaching mathematics at 
Beersheba University, last week held 
a 36-hour hunger strike outside the 
Soviet Embassy in Washington, it 
was learned here over the weekend, 

Mr. Epelman was protesting the 
refusal of the Soviet authorities to 
grent exit visas to his wife Polina, 
and his daughter, Julia, aged nine. 
They both recelved Israeli citizen- 
ship last October. 

The Soviet authorities have re- 
peatedly denied her requests to be 
permitted to leave, on the 
that her husband is a “defector” 
and “mentally 111." 

In ἃ telephone conversation with 
friends of Mr, Epelmaa in the U.S., 
The Post learned that he plans to 
resume his fast this week. Mr. Epel- 
man, who left for the U.S. about 10 
days ago, was recelyed in New York 
by the U.S, delegate to the U.N. 
Human Rights Commission, Mrs. 
Rita Hauser. 

Hf his present strike produces no 
positive results, Mr, Epelman told 
a TV interviewer in Washington last 
week, he plans to hold a hunger 
strike “until the end” in front of 
the Unicef headquarters in Geneva.
